A tentative course in English, em-
bodying practically all these prin-
ciples, now |s effective in the public
schools of Washington. It was out-
lined by & committee of more than a
acore of Washington educators. and
approved by Superintendent Thurs-
ton.

The general aim of the course, as
described In a foreword, ‘“‘should be
10 create the habit of correct use of
English in speaking and in writing
by making the pupils alert, by cul-
tivating the child ear so that it shall
be sensitive to mistakes, by stress-
ing the importance of correct Eng-
lish in social life, and by emphasiz-
Ing its market value in the business
world.”

Story Telling Emphasized.

Suggestions along the lines indi-
cated by Superintendent Thurston
are contained in explanatory notes
throughout the deseription of this
course printed in a volume of 144
pages.

Story telling is emphasized through-
out the English courses. “This tell-
ing and reading of stories,” teachers
are informed. *“shoula npt end with
primary grades, but should fuom an
important feature of the work of the
Intermediate classes. It {8 a well es-
tablished fact that a ehlld's power to
gain thought from the printed page
does not keep pace with his ability
tc appreciate the charm of a story
well told, or read to him. Thus, if
thrown entirely upon his own re-
EOUrCces he loses much of that
which should be his literary heri-
tage.””

The importance of English as a
tool also is brought out in the explan-
atory notes.. ““The teacher must in-
siet that the tool =hall be sharpened
and ready for usze not only in the
English period, but when dealing
with all other subjeces and activities
in the day’s program,”” according to
one instructor. “Hence, In the
grade school curriculum English ex-
pression should be taught not as a
thing apart, but as a part of all
things."

The odds are as hich as three to one,
but this is based on supposed sentiment
in the city and takes little account of
the sentiment up-State, Wwhich may
prove a surprise.

The Pennsylvania situation has at-
tracted wide notiee because of the ef-
forts to down Senator Penrose. His
opponents are Congressman A. Mitchell
Palmer, who was forced into the con-
test against his will by the White
House, and Gifford Pinchot, who is
running on the 3ull Moose ticket.

Having made marked progress with
the adjustment of foreign  exchange
problems, and found markets abroad for
large guantities of =upplies necessary
to the warring nations, thus improving

the balance of trade situation, the Uni-
ted States through its individaul bank-
ing institutions is preparing to furnish

financial aid for the invelved BEuropean

sovernments,

France already has secured a §10,000,000
loan from one of the largest banks of
New York, and reports are current that
both Russia and Germany are in the
American market for financial assia-
tance,

The loan made to I'rance, however,
will not entail the shipment of gold
across the Atlantic. The loan was made
with the ynderstanding that the money
Was to be placed to the credit of the
French government, to bhe drawn upon
for the supplies and munitions of war
which the French will purchase jn the
United States. The money will be pro-
vided by the New York bank for & per
cent French treasury notes running for
nine months.

At the very outbreak of the great Eu-
ropean war one of the largest banking
houses of the country was approached
by a forelgn government and asked to
make a heavy loan. The head of the
house was unwilling tn act without the
permission of the overnment, intima-
tions having come from this city that
sauch action would he discountenanced
by the Administration.

Attitude Changed.

Recently, however, the Administration
is sald to have changed its attitude on
that question. The State Department is
now said to have taken the stand that
American bankegs, collectively or indi-
vidually, are free to make loans to the
Furopean nations. It has been made
clear, nevertheless, that where such
transactions are submitted to the Presi-
dent they would not recelve his favor,
but where the transactions were carried
on without being brought to his atten-
tion, he would not take cognizance of
them.

The French treasury notes will not be
oftered publicly to investors, and this
fact is sald to have overcome certain
government objections,

The making of the French lean is not
diverting any of the public's attention
from the placing of fore'gzn orders in
the American markets. New lingland
shoe manufacturers are said to have
already booked orders for more than
2,200,000 pairs of shoes for the Furopean
belligerents, This stimulus to the shoe
industry has naturally caused a great
booming the leather business. One
plant which annually did a business of
12,000,000, but which just prior to the
outhreak of hostilities was running at
less than 40 per cent of its capacity, is
now running at 125 per cent capacity,
maintalning day snd nlght shifts.
